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JURISDICTION  OF  THE  PORT. 

The  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  as  defined  by  the  Order  con- 
stituting the  Authority  are  as  follows  : — 

“ All  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  landward  side  of  a 
straight  line  drawn  from  the  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South  eastern  extremity  of  the  said 
Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea,  within  such 
limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams 
within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port 
and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  oi  ships 
for  such  part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
diseases  issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for  the  purposes 
of  any  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof, 
or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed 
thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither.”

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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Swansea  Port  Health  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1948. 

The  amount  of  shipping  which  entered  the  Port  during  the  year  showed  an  increase  of 
986  vessels  and  of  659,248  tons,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

There  was  no  case  of  any  of  the  five  “ Convention  Diseases  ” — plague,  cholera,  typhus, 
yellow  fever,  smallpox — during  the  year. 

As  it  had  again  become  possible  to  obtain  advanced  information  with  regard  to  shipping 
about  to  enter  the  Port,  tidal  watches  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  were  discontinued. 

The  unauthorised  boarding  and  leaving  of  vessels  while  subject  to  sanitary  control,  in  con- 
travention of  Article  16(1)  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933,  still  continued.  Subsequent, 
however,  to  the  termination  of  the  year  under  review,  there  has  been  a successful  prosecution 
with  a substantial  fine,  which  will,  probably,  have  a deterrent  effect  and  which,  moreover,  will 
ensure  that  your  officers  will  not  feel  that  they  are  without  support  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  Association  of  Sea  and  Air  Port  Health  Authorities  was 
held  in  Swansea  on  May  12th,  13th  and  14th.  It  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  the  Association 
had  held  its  Conference  at  this  Port,  and  the  meeting  appeared  to  be  very  successful  and 
enjoyable.  The  delegates  were  received  and  entertained  at  the  Guildhall  by  His  Worship 
The  Mayor  of  Swansea. 

The  programme  also  included  a tour  of  the  Swansea  Docks  and  of  the  National  Oil 
Refinery,  a cruise  in  the  Bay  on  the  Fishery  Control  boat,  a visit  to  Port  Talbot  Docks, 
followed  by  Luncheon  by  invitation  of  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Port  Talbot,  visits  to 
various  factories  and  to  the  Swansea  Corporation  Housing  estates,  and  to  the  Sewage  Outfall, 
Reception  and  Dance  at  the  Guildhall  by  invitation  of  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Swansea. 

The  following  staff  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year.  Your  Port  Talbot  Inspector, 
Mr.  I.  J.  Millership,  resigned  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  wras  succeeded  by  Mr.  H.  P. 
Edwards  in  February.  Inspectors  H.  W.  Baxter  and  T.  H.  Hearne  retired  on  superannuation 
in  April.  Consequent  on  the  cessation  of  tidal  wratches,  the  last  two  Inspectors  were  not 
replaced. 

I should  here  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  recording  recognition  of  the  work  of  Mr. 
H.  W.  Baxter  who,  at  the  time  of  his  retirement,  was  your  Senior  Inspector.  Amongst  his 
other  duties,  he  had,  for  many  years,  been  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  all  fish  landed  at 
the  Market  on  the  Fish  Wharf.  I considered  him  a very  efficient  and  reliable  Officer. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  all  who  have  co-operated  in  the  Port  Health  w’ork,  especially  the 
Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  the  Officials  of  the  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive, 
and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  the  Authority,  and  of  the  assistance  of  the  staff 
during  my  tenure  of  office  which  terminates  in  1949.

Oil  Trade. 

Swansea  is  one  of  the  principal  oil  ports  and  distributing  centres  in  the  country.  A 
regular  service  of  tank  steamers  of  8,000  to  12,000  tons  capacity  bring  the  crude  oil  from  the 
Persian  Gulf.  Oil  also  comes  from  the  American  oil  fields. 

Fish  Trade. 

The  Consolidated  Fisheries  Limited  of  Grimsby,  has  a base  here  with  a fleet  of  modern 
deep  sea  trawlers.  The  chief  fishing  grounds  are  off  the  west  coast  of  Ireland.  There  is  an 
ice  factory  in  connection  with  the  industry.  The  Company  also  has  a fish  meal  factory  at 
the  Queen’s  Dock,  where  condemned  or  unsold  fish  and  fish  offal  are  converted  into  fish  meal 
and  manure. 


III.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

1 .  Source  of  supply  for  (a)  the  port  ; ( b ) shipping. 

(a)  The  Swansea,  Neath  and  Briton  Ferry  Docks  derive  their  water  from  the  respec- 
tive municipal  supplies. 

The  Port  Talbot  Docks  are  supplied  from  two  sources,  viz.  : — 

The  Municipal  supply  and  that  from  the  Cwmbrombil  Reservoir,  the 
latter  being  under  the  control  of  the  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways 
Executive. 

All  the  water  from  the  above-mentioned  sources  is  chlorinated. 
Sixty-one  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
with  the  following  results  : —

As  all  the  samples  are  tap  samples,  the  possibility  of  contamination  from  the 
tap  packing  must  be  considered.  The  Cwmbrombil  pipe  line  at  Port  Talbot 
has  now  been  repaired,  and  this  supply  is  again  in  service. 

(b)  All  shipping  is  supplied  from  the  above-mentioned  sources. 

2.  Hydrants  and  hosepipes.  What  precautions  are  taken  against  contamination  ? 

Water  mains  are  laid  throughout  all  the  areas  of  the  respective  ports.  Hydrants 
are  placed  conveniently  for  the  supplying  of  vessels. 

Hosepipes  are  carried  to  the  hydrants  on  trucks  and  when  not  in  use  are  stored 
in  locked  receptacles. 

3.  Number  of  water  boats  and  their  sanitary  condition. 

No  water  boats  are  used  in  any  of  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority.

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V.— MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS. 

1.  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : — (a)  In  ships  ip  the  port ; ( b ) on  quays,  wharves, 

warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  port. 

Inquiries  are  made  as  to  mortality  amongst  rats  on  board  ships. 

Vessels,  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  are  systematically  searched  for  dead  rats 
and  any  found  are  sent  to  the  pathologist  for  examination. 

2.  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between  ships  and  the  shore. 

Where  signs  of  infestation  of  any  considerable  degree  are  detected  or  information 
of  the  likelihood  of  such  infestation  obtained,  vessels  are  fendered  off  from  shore  and 
guards  fitted  to  mooring  ropes. 

3.  Methods  of  deratisation  of  (a)  Ships  ; ( b ) Premises  in  the  vicinity  of  docks  or  quays. 

(a)  By  fumigation  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  or  Sulphur  Dioxide. 

( b ) The  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive  and  Messrs.  Weaver’s  Limited 
(Flour  Mills),  maintain  rat  catchers. 

4.  Measures  taken  for  the  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  ships  and  on  shore. 

The  Port  Health  rat  searcher  carries  out  continual  inspection  and  diagnostic  trapping 
on  ships.  The  rodent  operatives  of  the  adjoining  local  authorities  are  responsible  for  the 
shore  rat  work. 

Rats  captured  on  vessels  are  examined  by  Inspectors  before  cremation,  and  specimens 
are  selected  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Similar  measures  are  adopted  when  dealing  with  rats  caught  on  quays,  wharves, 
warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  port. 

5.  Rat-proofing. 

(a)  To  what  extent  are  docks,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  rat-proof  ? 

Most  of  the  warehouses  and  transit  sheds  have  been  rendered  rat-proof  by  the  abolition 
of  wood  work  and  the  provision  of  concrete  floors. 

( b ) Action  taken  to  extend  rat-proofing.  (1)  in  ships  ; (2)  on  shore. 

(1)  When  harbourage  such  as  pipe  casings,  sheathings,  wooden  floors,  dunnage, 
etc.,  is  found  to  exist,  the  master  or  owners  are  advised  as  to  remedial  measures. 

(2)  On  shore,  recently  constructed  warehouses  are  designed  to  reduce  harbourage 
to  a minimum,  and  when  the  reconstruction  of  the  older  types  of  warehouse  has  taken 
place,  similar  rat-proofing  has  been  carried  out.

Fumigation  of  Vessels. 

The  Swansea  County  Borough  has  continued  to  act  as  a contractor  for  the  Cyanide 
fumigation  of  vessels.  This  work  by  direct  administration  has  given  every  satisfaction.  The 
Zyklon  method  is  the  one  adopted. 

A total  of  27  vessels  were  subjected  to  fumigation.  23  were  fumigated  by  the  Swansea 
Corporation  Health  Department  for  rats,  mice,  bugs,  cockroaches,  fleas,  flies  and  white  ants, 
and  4 by  private  contractors  for  rats,  cockroaches  and  bugs.

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VII.— FOOD  INSPECTION. 

1.  Action  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937,  the  Public 
Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926,  and  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in 
Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1940. 

At  the  fish  market,  140,831  cwts.,  of  mixed  fish,  chiefly  from  the  fishing  grounds  off 
the  Irish  Coast  were  landed.  All  fish  is  inspected  at  the  time  of  landing.  Condemned 
or  unsold  fish  and  fish  offal  is  removed  daily  to  the  fish  meal  factory  to  be  converted  into 
fish  manure,  etc. 

Other  foods  inspected  were  grain,  cereals,  sugar,  potatoes,  lard,  canned  and  preserved 
foods.  All  were  found  in  good  condition,  except  small  quantities  damaged  by  sea  or 
other  causes.  All  unsound  food  withheld  from  human  consumption  was,  with  a few 
exceptions,  disposed  of  locally.  When  sent  to  another  district,  the  consent  of  the  medical 
officer  of  health  for  the  receiving  district  was  first  obtained. 

No  milk,  to  which  the  above  regulations  apply,  was  imported.

There  is  no  shell-fish  cleansing  plant  in  the  area.
